MOUNT VESUVIUS. 

C unladed from our last. 

We closed our last with the account of the e- 
fuptioti which look place on the 10th ol June 
17. 4, from which tune until 1*04 Vesuvius re- 
mained in a state ol almost coustaut tne quility. 
Symptoms ofa fresh eruption manifested 'them- 
selves for several months, when at length ou ‘he 
night of the 1 1th of August, a deep roaring was 
heard at the Hermitage of Salvador, and the pla- 
ces adjacent to the mountain, accompanied 1 7 
Shocks of an earthquake, which were sensibly 
felt at Pesina. On the following day at noon, a 
tli i-- k black smoke rose from the mouth ot the 
crater, which, dilating prodigiously, covered the 
w uile Volcano, iii the evening loud explosions jj 
were heard; and at Naples a column ol lire was 
4een to rise from the aperture, carrying up tones 
iu a state ol complete ignition, who. teli again 
into the crater, t he noise wild winch these igneus 
e v, iosiubs were accompanied, resembled tne roar- 
ing 0 ! tne most dreadful tempest, and the whist- 
le. of the most Idrtous w inds; while the celer- 
i. with which the substances were ejected, wat 
in lethal the tirst emission- had not terminated, 
w 1 11 it was succeeded by a second. Small mou 
Ik utes were at this time formed of a Hum matter, 
r-se.iihimga vitreous paste ol a red colour, w hich 
fi ed-lrom tne in uth of the crater; and these 
be. i,ne more considerable in proportion as the 
Hi t. ter accumulated.

occasion, a direct collision between the views of 1 
your Excellency and those embraced in my in- 
structions front the Department of War. aCoilis 
ion that may tend to produce much embarrass- 
ment in our Indian reiatious, and which the inter- 
ests oftlie General and Slate Governments e- 
qiiaUy requirqghould he obviated, I deem it pro- 
per to address you upou a subject, in a manner 
less liable to misapprehension or misconstruction 
Ilian vvliat I have stated verbally, in tbe inter- 
views with which you have favoured me. 

Your letter which I shall without delay refer 
‘o the Department of War, announces yonrin- 
lentiou to cause the line to be run between this 
State and Alabama, and to survey the punlie 
land of the State within the Jate ceded territo 
promontory ry ' ^P 0 " Ihe last mentioned subject, 1 am d is 
twpntv ihi.i‘ n’uictly authorized to state to the Indians, that 
the President oftlie United States has -sugges- 
ted to Governor Troup the necessity of his ab- 
stainiug from his entering hito, and surveying 
I he ceded land, till the lime prescribed oy the 
treaty for their removal.”

late ceded land, and of the surveys in question, 
before the Indians can he required to uepart 
therefrom. J have not permitted mysell 10 be 
influenced by any statements from Colonel Crow- 
ell, the Agent ; (though by no means preparred 
tocondem that olticer without a hearing) on the 
contrary iny impressions were the result of many 
years of attentive observation and experience in 
oflicial and unofficial intercourse with the South- 
ern and Western Indians — added to a knowledge 
of the construction winch the treaty had receiv 
ed from the President of the I mted States 
These impressions lead me to the conclusion that) 
the proposed surveys, with the consequent influx 
of wiiite meo. strangers to tlie Indians, during 
the existence of feuds among them, would not 
fail to fan the r'*ne of discord that has aireadv 
produced so much mischief among them. I can- 
not but regret the difference of opinion between 
us upon this subject; and tliat it should have cal- 
led forth auy feeling or expression of controver 
sy,is still more tube regretted. 

Having no doubt that you will, in due rime, 
bear from the proper department of the General 
Government fully and satisfattorily upon the 
subject of your letter, generally, I take this oc- 
casion to tender to you tny acknowledgments 
tor the promptitude anu frankness with which 
j ou have furnished me with the information you 
had obtained in rcsptuit to the late disturbances 
on tbe frontier; and with which you have given 
me assurance of your readiness to co-operate) 
with me iu the discharge of the important du- 
ties to which my attention is called'. 

Although there is much reason to hope that 
the spirit of hostility among the Indians may be 
restrained, and that peace may be restored be- 
tween Ihe contending parties; and, moreover, 
that the frontier may be rendered secure with- 
out a resort to further bloodshed; yet, as the de- 
sired objects may be facilitated and more aft’cc- 
lually secured, by preparatory measures for co- 
ercion, I have lo request ffl at your Excellency 
will be pleased to order a detail from the .Militia 
or volunteers ofGeargia, to consist pf two com 
plete Regiments; one ofCavalry, anfl one ofln- 
lantry, to be held ready to assemble at a mo- 
ment’s warning. Arms, ammunition and subsis 
tence, will be provided at the Agency, or at some 
other suitable point upon the frontier, where it 
may become necessary to assemble the forces 
ol which due notice will be previously given.

Sir: 1 have to acknowledge the honor of your 
| Excellency’s letter of the 18fhof the present 
I month, in refference to commissioners appointed 
•under the authority of the Legislature of the 
j St ate of Georgia, toexamine into the causes of 
the recent disturbances in the Creek Nation, and 
Ifliore piirtif.uljtrly into tlie conduct of the Agent 
connected w ith them. 

In reply I have to observe that, how ever much 
I might be aided by the experience, tal- 
)enls. and integrity and honor of the Connuission- 
lers referred lo on the part of the state ol Geor- 
jgia. I do not feel myself authorized without any 
new instruction from the Department of war, to 
contplv with the demaud contained in their let er 
ofyesterdny’s date, “to be admitted to a full arid 
free participatiin of the Council of the Indians.” 
The Council will be assembled forth- purpose 
of enabling me to discharge the important duties 
confi led to nie by tbe government of the United 
Slates and of w hich your excellency has been ap- 
prised. The Indians appear disposer! to yield 
to the just and paciliic views of the President. 
Bfit they are still laboring under some delusion 
and excitement. Tl iswouhl heencreased rath- 
er than riminished, by adding to the number of 
individuals by whom they are to be addressed; 
or by any addition or multiplication of the mat 
ter^'nf controversy to which their attention may 
be called. 

I am fully authorised and instructed by the 
irovernmeiit of the United States, to protect the 
friendly lnd tans — to mitigate their calamitous 
condition, anil in the event of hostilities having 
ceased on the part of the .opposite pfirty. to res- 
tore harmony between them. Hostilities have; 
indeed ceased, and I hare received satisfactory 
assurance of an earnest desire on the put ot the 
Chiefs of both parties to remain at peace with 
each other, a« well as with the United States; it- 
becomes my duty theVl'ore, to make peace upon 
just principles, and consequently to avoid an me- 
dian war. My impression of tlie high responsi- 
bility oftlie trust reposed in me, suggests rlearlv 
the propriety of mv having the entire control 
of every individual white man. allowed to ad- 
dress the Council; and that I should moreover, 
have the entire control of every expression ut- 
tered to the Council by any citizen or officer of 
tlie United States Without sich control, our 
councils on troth sides might be involved in con- 
fusion and the benevolent objects of the gov em- 
inent entrusted to me might, by improper ac- 
ceptance of the proposed *• participation,” be de- 
feated. To avert an evil so pregnant with n is 
chievous consequences to the Creek Nation, t* 
the peace and honor of my country, and to my 
own reputation, I must decline the demand of the 
Georgia Commissioners. 

Should 1 he instructed by (lie proper authority 
to recognize the prop sed cq-nperation of the 
Georgia Commissioners, 1 shall take great pleas- 
ure in serving with them. My whole duty as a 
public officer is comprised in one single Word, 
which suggests tbe propriety of the ( ource pur- 
sued by me upon this occasion-aini that word is 
obedience. Obedience to the Ipws and to the or* 
<le 1 soft e authorities placed over me.

M’lntosh, upon just principles. 

They protest against the rrealy- they ref isC 
to receive any part of the consideration money, 
orto give any otner eirulcnce of their ac |uatii- 
tance in tiietreaty. But they hare in the .-a (dig- 
est term! deliberately declared, that they will 
not raise an arm against the United States, ei cn 
should an army come to take from them the Whole 
of their country — that they will make no sort of 
resistance, but will sit down quietly and be put 
(0 death, where the bones of their ancesters are 
■ lepo-i led— that the world shall know tlie Musco- 
gee Nntsbn so loved their country, that they wert 
willing to die in it rather than sell it, or leave it. 
1 'his whs their mode of expression, as interpreted 
in presence of B Hawkins and several other in- 
terpreters, who were instructed to state whether 
or not the public interpreter did his duty. 

The Council fully attended, has thus appealed 
to our magnanimity -an appeal which never can 
be unavailing when addressed to the citizens of 
the United States.

I much fear that 
1 his ardent love of country is of recent origin. 
We can scarcely believe that the amor patriae 
is ail upou the one side, and that side the hostile 
one. Will you not be ’ able to discover in the 
course of your investigation that every thing had 
been said and done by wbfitemen to prejudice 
: hem against their new home? It is indeed a pity 
fiat these unfortunate men should be the dupes 
’• most depraved ofotjr own color, and so far 
ihe dupes as to be made / 14 act iq direct re pug- 





(Pi jre t» their own be9t interests; it is more to be 
lamented th it the impostros anil knaves cannot 
be dragged from their hilling places and punish- 
ed. Prepossessing these unhappy people to con- 
tinue blind and obdurate, the utmost winch your 
government can do, in the spirit of magnanimity 
and" forbearance, "'ill be to relinquish the benefit 
which would result to it from the execution of 
the Treaty, and guaranty to them for their per- 
manent home, the lands west of the Georgia line.

tempestuous passions: and this, I presume, is the 
meaning in part of the responsibilities w hich w e 
are to incur, if we disregard the mandate of the 
government of the U. States You will, there 
foie, in the absence of the Secretary of War, 
make known to the President, that the Legisla- 
ture bave in concurrence with the expressed opin- 
ion ot the Executive, come to the almost unani- 
mous .conclusion that, by the treaty, the jurisdic- 
tion. together with the soil, passed to Georgia; 
and in consequence thereof, authorized the Gov- 
ernor to cause the line to be run and the survey 
to be made. It becomes me in candor to state to' 
the President that the survey will be made, and] 
in due time, and of which Maj. Gen. Games has al- 
ready had sufficient notice Whilst in the execu- 
tion of the decrees ofour own constituted author- 
ities, the government of the U. States will find no- 
thing but frankness and magnanimity on our part] 
we may reasonably claim the observance, in like 
ilegree, of these noble qualities on theirs. When,; 
therefore, certain responsibilities are spoken of m 
the communication of the President, we can right 
lolly inquire what responsibilities? Georgia, in 
the maintenance of her undoubted rights, fears no! 
responsibilities. Ifeti it is well for Ceorgia to 
k ow them, so far as they are menaced by the U j 
States. If it is intended that the government of 
the U. States will interpose its power to prevent 
the survey, the government of Georgia cannot! 
have too early or too distinct notice; for how! 
highly dishonorable would it be for the stronger 
party to avail itself of that power to surprise the 
weaker If the government only mean that, 
omitting its constiturionul duty, it will not pacify 



the Indian and make safe the frontier, whilst the 
officers of Georgia are in peaceful fulfilment ol 
their instructions connected with the survey, it is 
important to the government ofGeorgia to know 
it; that depending on itself for safety, it shall not 
depend m vain; hot if the government of ilie L. 
S mean what is not eveu yet to he believed, that 
assuming like their agent, on another not dissim 
ilar occasion, Hn attitude of neutrality feigned and 
insincere, it will, like that Agent, harrow up the 
Indians to the commission of hostile and bloody! 
deeds, then indeed, t he Government of Georgiai 
should also know it, that it may guard anil lencc 
itsell agemst the perfidy and treachery of false 
friends. In either event however, the President 
of the United States may rest content that tiie 
Government of Georgia cares for no responsibili- 
ties in the exercise of its right, and the execution 
ol its trust, hut those which belong to conscience 
and to God. which (hanks to him, is equally our 
God as the God of the United States.

INTERCOURSE WITH MEXICO. 

Extracts j'rom the Missouri Advocate. 

. Du the 27lh of May last, forty individuals, viz: 
Seventeen Americans and Twenty-three .VIcxi-j 
cans let t Santa Fee. The Mexicans were from 
tel asso del Norte. Ciiihoahau, and from the 
Province of Sonora on (he Gulf of California — 
Among the Mexicans was a genllenqan of wealth 
and distinction, and a member of the Mexican 
Congress. The party had about 600 horses and 
Mules; and one of the Mexicans started with a. 
bout 800 sheep destined for Missouri, but was 
prevailed on to send them back, but would not 
admit ofthe impracticability of the enterprise. 

About 150 miles from the Mexican Irontiei 
they met the Tennessee company, about 35 ii. 
number, going on safely. 

On the 14th July, after crossing the Arkansas 
river, the party, fell in with about 700 Osage In 
dians, by whom they were robbed of I -to hors* 
and Mules, and many of the party, especially tb 
Mexicans, were beaten with sticks, apparent: 
with intention to provoke hostilities. 

At 70 miles distance from the Missouri frontie 
the party met the Road Commissioners, going on 
well. On arriving at the fii-st settlements, the 
Mexicans stopped to refresh themselves and hor- 
ses; after which, the principal individual among 
(he m. the member of Congress will go on to the 
city of Washington, from the laudable desire ot 
becoming personally acquainted with the peo- 
ple and institutions of our country.
